WHITE TOBACCO PLANTS. 


Story of the, Origin of tho "White Uur- 


U-y" Tobitcco, Which Ua» Almost Driven 
Out the 
Dark Varlety-Tlio SlnCnlar 


0«o<l Port mm of dipt. Cntt. 


Kcntucky raises :»0,000,000 pounds of to- 


bacco every year, half of tho crop of tho 
United States. Most of it is marketed in 
tins city 
About a dozen long leaves are tied 


into what is called n "hand," and these 
hands are compressed in hogsheads vorviiiz 
from 0)0 to 2,000 pounds in wei"ht Ten 
years ago all this tobacco was of a dark 
brown, or black color. Now tho greater por- 
tion of it is a bright yellow. Thero has been 
a similar change in color at Cincinnati and 
other important markets. Tho dark colored 
article sells at from three to seven cents a 
pound; tho light from ten to tweuty cents a 
pound. Tho latter is sweet, tlio former is 
strong and bitter. It is a curious story how 
tho tobacco crop of tho United Suites came 
to change its color. 


TUB PLANT IN THE FIELD CONNER. 


Brown county, O, lies opposite Mason 


county, Ky., and has long been famous for 
tobacco growing. Many years ago there re- 
sided in that county an Industrious and intel- 
ligent German farmer, Capt. August Cott. 
Cupt. Cott raised tobacco. It all then was 
dark and strong and caused inflammation in 
tho mouths of those who chewed It 
Tho 


sweet tobacco was brought from Cuba, and 
could not bo grown anywhere in the United 
States. Its seed planted in our soil produced 
tho strong tobacco peculiar to this country 
I hero was ono kind hero a little better than 
tho other. It was of a reddish color and was 
called Hod Burley. How it got tho name 


Burley" no ono knows. 
In 1802 Capt. Cott had a field of tobacco 


just behind his houso. One day early in the 
autumn, when tho plants hod attained a 
height of a foot or moro, Mrs. Cott remarked 
to her hubbaud that she had seen a very pe- 
culiar tobacco plant in tho corner of the field. 
It was liko nono sho had ever seen beforo. 
All others, when growing, were green, but 
this was white. Capt. Cott said ho would 
look at it 
Accompanied by his wife ho went 


to tho Held and examined tho peculiar plant 
It was indeed white, as sho had said, and uu- 
hko any other tobacco. Capt. Cott gave his 
workmen orders to tako caro of it and allow 
It to run to seed. 
] 


To raise tobacco necessitates two processes 


of planting. Tho seed is sown in a small bed 
just like ono for asparagus or lettuce. In a

This is called nllowingji plant'to "run 
to seed "

bacro would when left alone, and after ripen- 
ing Capt. Cott carefully gathered the handful 
of seed it produced. The plant was cut and 
huus away by itself in tho barn to dry. 
V\ hen it had undcigono tho latter process it 
turned toa bright jellosv color and contrasted

Tho following autumn 
somo of tho third crop, winch was as bright 
in color as tho original plant, was taken to 
market, and it sold for four or five times as 
much as the common tobacco. Capt. Cott 
named it "White liurley " 


The farmers in Mason county, Ky., experi- 


mented more eagerly with tho new tobacco 
than did their neighbors in Brown county, 
across tho river. The} soon produced it in 
considerable quantities 
Most all of it was 


shipped to tho Louisville market, and White 
Burley became famous. For > oars its growth 
was confined to these two counties. 
Farmers 


thought it was peculiar to tho soil there, and 
could not ho produced elsewhere. Thus the 
quantity in tho market did not amount to 
more than tho hundredth part of 1 per cent, 
of tho total crop, and it «as regarded as a 
rare and fancy brand, such as a rich man 
only could afford to smoke or chew. 


Several years ago fanners in various parts 


of Kentucky decided to get some of tho White 
Burley seed and trj it. To their great sur- 
prise and pleasure they grew tobacco just as 
good as that produced in Mason county. Tho 
following season a greater quantity was 
grown. The increase of tho supply did no 
diminish tho price. All the great tobacco 
manufacturers of tho country wanted tho 
White Burley. When their customers became 
accustomed to it they would have no other 
kind. 


Capt. Cott grew rich off his Whito Burley 


:oliacco, and many of his'neighbors were 
likewise fortunate. It can bo grown with the 
greatest success all over Kentucky, except in 
tho western portion, and is likewise produced 
in a small strip of southern Ohio, where the 
first plant was born. It can be grown no- 
where elso. Through its agency the Ken- 
tucky farmer makes nearly twice as much 
money as ho did a half dozen years ago— 
Louisville Letter.

abundance of fertile farms. 
Fathers 


took their families in tho great wagon 
or carriage, and all hied to some green 
grove, shady and sweet. Perhaps there 
was a procession of tho Sunday school 
childrcd along the village street in the 
morning. At their head the neighbor- 
hood brass band played "Yankee Doo- 
dle" or tho "Star Spangled Banner," and 
each father and mother thought their 
children marched bettor than any others. 


At the grove the procession disbanded. 


Tlio most popular prenrhor thereabouts 
prayed eloquently that tho blessing of 
heaven might be upon this country for- 
ever and forever, as it had been with tho 
fathers In times past. Then there was 
patriotic singing by the church choir or 
the homo glee club. Then the man with 
tho best voice read tho glorious old 
Declaration of Independence to his ncigh- 
boisand friends. 
Every year this was 


done. It woo done in order to familiar- 
ize tho children with this immortal docu- 
ment. 80 it was thought tho love of lib- 
erty, sacred and splendid, would be kin- 
dli (1 in their young breasts and glow 
during their lives. 
It was boys brought 


up on tho old fashioned Fourth of July 
who fought tho battles of 18C1. Why 
are not the children now taught more 
nl« nit tho Declaration of Independence? 


Sometimes there was an oration. Per- 


haps there were several speeches and 
moro singing. 
Then tho formal cere- 


monies were over. 
Fathers, mothers, 


children and friends threw care to the 
winds tho rest of tho day and cnjoyofl a 
long, restful afternoon In tho woods 
"Who gets any rest on tho Fourth of July 
now? 
' Wo have changed ever} thing. In cit- 
lea tho Fourth is a chapter from inferno. 
Tlio rising generation have nothing to do 
but cxplodo gunpowder, and they do it. 
Boys must bo boys. No moro marching, 
no moro rural picnics, no more listening 
to I ho Declaration and to orations that 
m:ike their hearts burn within them with 
Icn e of country. 
If anybody marches it 


is the police, the firemen or a show regi- 
ment of tho national militia. Fires are 
frequent, and people are shot dead by 
•tray bullets; fingers, feet and eyes are 
blown away. Country people flock to 
tho cities, instead of having celebrations 
Of their own. Next day after, all who 
•ui vivo gather themselves up and thank 
fcenven tho day is over for another year. 


Once more, let us resurrect the old 


fashioned rural Fourth of July. 


Jletiriiig tho Horse. 


A law has been passed in New York 


allowing any street railway company to 
substitute electricity, cable traction, or 
any other force for horse power. The 
change Is subject to consent of tho 
property owners along tho line, and also 
to the approval of the state railroad com- 
mission. 


Tho law Is the result of a long fight by 


a single railway company to run cable 
traction cars in crowded city streets. 
Tlio horse will, therefore, soon bo per- 
manently retired from the tracks of at 
least that company. 
Should some other 


than a live stock motor bo adopted gen- 
erally in our cities, it will mean tho re- 
lease from bondage of at least 100,000 
horses. The stabling, feed, etc., for all 
these will disappear. That means the 
abatement of a large amount of smells, 
dii t and nuisance. City streets will not 
be half so hard to keep clean, and stable 
smells will disappear from them. By as 
much room as every pair of horses occu- 
pies, by so much the streets will be less 
crowded. It Is now certainly only a 
question of a little time. 


Electricity is the main hope of those 


engaged in retiring tho horse. Improve- 
ments of method are constantly making. 
In particular the method of propulsion 
by batteries on board the cars containing 
materials for generating electricity is 
having a series of thorough tests. Light 
•corns to be breaking. It is said that the 
main objection, that of weight of the 
batteries, has been obviated. 
Thirty 


storage battery cars have been ordered 
for tho Fourth avenue horse car lino in 
Kew York, a lino owned by the Yander* 
bills. Tho claim is made that these cars 
are run at tho cost of two cents a mile 
each.

Henry George's Sermon. 


In tho old city of Glasgow Henry 


George, the single tax and land reform- 
er, recently delivered a sermon ona Sun- 
day in the city hall, on the text "Thy 
kingdom come." Speaking of prayer, 
ho remarked that the repeating of words 
would never help poverty out of the 
slums. "He who would pray with effect 
must work." He thought the sin against 
tha Holy Ghost was that which kept 
apart idle acres on the one hand and 
starving millions on the other. Here is 
an extract from the sermon:

ble to Imagine heaven treated as we trout this 
earth. without seeing that, DO matter how «alu- 
briMM were IU air, DO matter bow bright the light 
tlmt Oiled It, no matter bow magnificent Its vego 
table growth, there would be poverty and suffer- 
(UK and a division of clones In heaven Itaelt, U 
hi-nven were parceled out as wa bare parceled out 
Urn earth. And conversely, If men In thU life

pom the Inhabitant* of heaven to do. would not 
th Hearth be a very heaven?

•quality In condition, but of equality In oppor- 
tunity.

Irrigating Ariel Lands, 


Tho United State government ia now 


making a survey of tho arid lands of the 
west fur irrigation purposes. Tho tilla- 
ble public domain has been nearly all oc- 
cupied, and if we are to have any more 
lands open to settlement, it will bo in 
r.cctiona where the soil must be watered 
to make it produce. 


The last congress appropriated $230,- 


000 to continue the survey, which will 
include Montana, Colorado, New Mexico, 
Idaho. Nevada and California, With ir- 
rigation, much so called deaert land has 
proved to be very fertile. 
The govern- 


ment work is divided into three parts, 
the topographical, the hydraulic and the 
engineering surveys. 


It is expected that irrigation can be 


made by means of canals from the upper 
Missouri, the Colorado, the Itio Grande 
and otlicr rivers. 
Where the rivers can- 


not be utilized reservoirs can be con- 
structed in the mountains, whence canals 
will convey water to desired points. In 
old mining districts of California aban- 
doned reservoirs 
and ditches of the 


former gold diggers still remain and can 
be utilized. 


Meantime a lesson or two on the sub- 


ject of irrigation can be learned from 
the French in Algiers. Many years ago 
the American citizen, John Ericsson, 
invented a machine called the sun 
motor. The sun shining upon air con- 
fined in a cylinder heated it and caused 
it to expand. 
Ericsson 
managed ta 


regulate this expansion BO as to consti- 
tute it a motive power. But Ericsson 
was never much regarded in his own 
America. We had plenty of land that 
needed Irrigation, and plenty of water 
that needed to bo pumped, but we did 
not pay any attention to the gifted in- 
ventoi and his sun motor. 


The French, however, thought differ- 


ently. They examined the sun motor 
and utilized It in Algiers. 
Today, 


throughout that dry country, the Amer- 
ican's machines are lifting water from 
artesian wells, and thirsty travelers and 
parched lands remember with gratitude 
the name of John Ericsson. 


Fifty Years 


Within the last half century ocean 


steamers, street cars, elevated railways, 
telegraphs and ocean cables have been 
brought into use. So have tho telephone, 
the phonograph and photography in its 
present form. 
Petroleum, natural gas, 


electric lighting, the exquisite aniline 
colors, steam fire engines and the use of 
anaesthetics in surgery were undiscov- 
ered in the year 1889. There are per- 
haps two million Spiritualists in the 
World. 
Fifty years ago Spiritualism as 


a name and a faith was unknown. 


, Our ancestors then knew not the dead- 
ly dynamite. The gold mines of neither 
California nor Australia had been dis- 
covered. The vast silver deposits in the 
Western part of the Union were un- 
dreamed of. California was not even a 
Jwrt of the United States, but belonged 
to Mexico. So did Texas. Arizona, New 
Mexico, Utah, Nevada, Wyoming, Mon- 
tana, Idaho, much of Kansas and Colo- 
rado were a vast, mysterious, terrifying 
Region, known on our maps only as the 
'Great American Desert. 


1 Dynamite, that most terrible of all ex- 
plosives, had not been invented. There 
were no sewing machines or bicycles. 
Stenography as an industrial occupation 
Was unknown. Typewriting machines 
and pretty typewriter girls existed not 
even as a dream. 


I Our most important scientific discov- 
eries have beep many of them made 


within tho half century. Spectral anal- 
ysis and the solar spectroscope, among 
[.ho most far reaching of chemical dis- 
coveries, have been laid before us in that 
time. So has the application in all its 
forms of electricity to the industries. 
Steam as a motive power was indeed 
known, but tho training of its giant arm 
to do tho work of millions of mon and 
horses in a myriad directions is the 
achievement of the last half century. 


The mighty discovery of the correla- 


tion of forces, which has changed mod- 
ern philosophic thought, dates back to 
within a few years. And the suggestion 
of tho kinship of forces has been fol- 
lowed by tho hint that perhaps tho va- 
Tied forms of matter, too, may some day 
be transmuted into one—even tho dream 
of the old alchemists. Tho doctrine of 
evolution has also been put belore the 
world within tho samo period. Verily ft 
has been a half century of miracles. 
Will the next one bo such a marvel of 
unfoldment? Can it be? 


Prolonging Life. 


When an Englishman writes a paper 


for a British review, ho consumes the 
first half of his space getting ready for 
what ho Is going to say in the last half. 
This is what Mr. Robson Rooso has done 
in Tho Fortnightly Review. After mak- 
ing his preparations, however, Mr. Roose 
settles down to business and gives us 
some useful hints about how to grow old 
comfortably, if not gracefully. 


Ho says there is no doubt but the aver- 


ago duration of human life is capable of 
very great extension. 
It is steadily 


growing longer. In England and Wales 
at the end of 1887 there were alive 400,- 
000 persons who would have been dead 
if the average mortality had been as 
great from 1881 to 188? as between 1871 
and 1881. 


Some of Mr. Roosc's directions for liv- 


ing long and keeping well have a slight 
tendency to make a man a slave to his 
own health. A little judicious reckless- 
ness will often do as much as anything 
else to keep one strong and cheery. But, 
summed up, tho best part of the writer's 
advice is; Eut lightly of simple, natural 
food. If one feels tight at the belt after 
dining ho has eaten too much. Take a 
daily bath with water at a comfortablo 
temperature, followed by thorough rub- 
bing with flesh gloves or brush. 


Take exercise in tho open air and sun- 


shine. Walking is good; light garden- 
ing is rvrpllpnt. Indulgo vory ppnringly 
in alcoholic drinks. Have some rational 
hobby to amuse leisure hours—whist, or- 
chids, amateur photography, or some- 
thing like that. Finally, keep merry and 
cheerful, and keep at work. One need 
not let himself down to bo old for many 
years.

Very merry some witty editorial writ- 


ers have- been making themselves over 
tho lofty sentiments expressed in the 
college 
commencements. 
Lips with 


down on them have launched forth fear- 
ful thunders against political corruption, 
bossism and the use of money and tho 
machine in politics. So they have! And 
tho pity of it is that tho world jeers at 
them and laughs them out of these noble 
sentiments after they leave tho peaceful 
college walls. If they would only stick 
to tho heroic virtue they cherished as an 
ideal during their school years, these 
boys would in one generation reform 
our corrupt political methods, bribery, 
bosbism and all. There never was a re- 
form made real in the world except by 
those who brought into actual life tho 
ideals that beckoned them on in their 
generous, enthusiastic youth. 
It was 


Schiller who said: "Be true to tho dream 
of thy youth." It is because men are 
not thus true that tho world is corrupt 
and faithless, and jeers at public virtue 
and purity. 


Tho Cronin Murder. 


It will be a blow at Irish interests and 


Irish secret societies from which they 
will not soon recover, should members of 
the Clan-na-Gael, as such, be found im- 
plicated in the Cronin murder. 
Such an 


issue would bo pounced upon and hailed 
as a godsend by all tho Tories from one 
end of Great Britain to the other. 
They 


would celebrate it to the utmost, as an 
offset to tho Parnell fiasco, as far as it 
would go 
They would expatiate on It 


as a fresh proof of tho depravity of the 
Irish race, as fresh evidence that they 
are incapable of self government. One 
of tho Clan-na-Gael witnesses admitted 
that the oaths and ritual of the order 
might be interpreted by an excitable, 
weak minded person to mean that he 
would feel himself bound to commit a 
murder if ordered by his superior officers 
to do so. But it is sincerely to be wished 
that the organization will be cleared 


The dam disaster of Johnstown has 


caused consternation throughout the 
civilized world 
The people of European 


countries are now troubled about the 
safety of their dams. The matter is to 
be brought up in the English parliament. 
Liverpool has prepared a tremendous 
dam at Llanwydda in North Wales, 
whence to draw her water supply. The 
lake is four times the size of the Cone- 
maugh reservoir, and if it burst its 
bounds it would destroy several cities. 
It is confined by a solid wall ninety feet 
thick, but even that is not quite sufficient 
to allay the fears of nervous Englishmen 
under present circumstances. At Bir- 
mingham the reservoir is 240 feet above 
the town. 


The American Foreign Missionary so- 


ciety should send its preachers and 
teachers at once to labor among the no- 
bility of Great Britain. 
If there are 


more immoral, unblushing and unbeliev- 
ing heathens on this globe than some of 
the high titled British noblemen their 
whereabouts has not been revealed up to 
date. Tho scandal just now attracting 
attention is the trial growing out of the 
accusation by his high mightiness. Lord 
Durham, that his high mightiness, Sir 
George Chetwynd, had been cheating at 
horse racing. In the code of morals of 
the sublime British nobility cheating at 
horse racing is rather worse than com- 
mitting a murder. 


The Baltimore, tho new cruiser built 


at the Cramps' ship yard, Philadelphia, 
is 333 feet long, with a breadth of 481 
feet, and 19j feet draught. She is one 
of the most powerful vessels in existence, 
the contract calling for a guaranteed 
engine force, under forced draught, of 
10,750 horse power. 
The Baltimore's 


requisitions call for a speed of nineteen 
knots an hour. She has a very heavy 
steel deck. So the American navy is 
growing. 


Tho supreme court of AjPyoming has 


decided that where there is a tract of 
government land completely surrounded 
by private farms and lands, the private 
owners have a perfect right to run 
fences around their own Innds, even 
though the government tract is entirely 
closed thereby. The government has by 
this decision the same rights as a private 
owner, no more and no less. The de- 
cision is, of course, subject to reversal 
by tho United States supreme court, 
should the matter be carried thrre 


Professor Newberry, of Columbia col- 


lege, has been studying tho subject of 
pavements for cities, both in this coun- 
try and in Europe, Ho has found that 
the asphalt pavement, made of the Trini- 
dad asphalt, is the best of all. He de- 
clares it to be the pavement of the fu- 
ture, and says: "Its excellencies, clean- 
liness, silence and salubrity are so ap- 
parent that no argument is now needed 
to enforce them, and to these may be 
added, and placed first on the list, econ- 
omy; for it costs as little and lasts as 
long as any other good pavement, and 
is much less trying to horses, vehicles 
and human nerves." 


Gladstone, 


When has there been a man like Glad- 


stone? He will be eighty years old next 
December. He has been high in public 
li'e longer than any other man now liv- 
ing. 
Yet, while many younger members 


of parliament were resting in the de- 
clining days of tho present session, the 
grand old man skips away on a stump- 
ing tour. His rest was to make three 
political speeches a day and travel by 
rail between speeches. He has been urg- 
ing Great Britain to let Ireland govern 
herself in local affairs. 
He has seen the 


disestablisliment of the Insh church, 
for which he labored so zealously. It is 
not impossible tliat he will yet live to 
see the church divorced from state not 
only in Scotland and Wales, but even in 
England. 
It is predicted that he will 


not need to live many years to see home 
rule for Ireland. 


Americans in England. 


T. P. O'Connor writes from London 


that tho British prejudice against Amer- 
icans is rapidly yielding to a feeling al- 
together in our favor. It is prestige that 
has done it. Nobody admires and ap- 
preciates success more than John Bull. 


Mr. O'Connor says: "The fact is the 


American threatens to become the lion 
of English life.

The Malaria Microbe. 


Mrs. 
Eliza Priestley contributes to the 


June Nineteenth Century a clear and 
scholarly paper on the latest discovci ies 
with regard to the malaria germ. The 
most recent valuable investigations have 
been made by patiently working Italian 
physicians. Two who have thus distin- 
guished themselves are Drs. Marchiafava 
and Celti. 


Tho two made microscopic observa- 


tions on drops of blood from patients in 
tho malaria hospital at Rome. The pa- 
tients came from the Campagna and 
outlying districts of Rome. Meantime 
two other brave scientists, Professors 
Tornmasi-Crudeli and Klebs, made ex- 
periments with air and mud drawn from 
the poisonous Pontine marshes. 
Inves- 


tigations show that the deadly microbes 
exist in la.-jje numbers in rich virgin soil 
and in marshes. As the ground is more 
and more cultivated the malaria germs 
disappear. 


Only within the past two years, how- 


ever, has the character of the microbe 
been determined. It ia not a bacillus, 
but a higher order of protozoon. It is 
polymorphic, many formed, changing 
its forms like the frogs that are its neigh- 
bors in the marshes. 


It may be taken in with the air or with 


drinking water. The first sign of its 
presence in the blood is a black speck iu 
tho red corpuscles. The creature feeds 
upon the red blood corpuscles and de- 
stroys them. 
Hence the sallow and pal- 


lid appearance of ague patients. 


The red blood corpuscle gradually Is 


devoured, and fa its place is a living 
creature with a black pigment ta its cen- 
ter. The black pigment is characteristic 
of the malaria microbe. The various 
changes in its generation and develop- 
ment are marked by the periodically re- 
curring stages of the disease, chill, fever, 
etc. Quinine destroys the microbe. It 
will do this effectually when injected 
into the blood as well as when taken into 
the stomach. 


There are other microbes which feed 


upon the malaria germ. These are called 
leucocytes. They devour weakened and 
white blood corpuscles also. Between 
these two devouring armies within him, 
therefore, if they did not in some measure 
balance each other, the unfortunate fever 
patient would not have much blood left 
In a list given of malaria infected re- 
gions, it is interesting to note that Chili 
and the countries south of its latitude in 
South America have almost no malaria.

mers to settle within its borders. The 
United States consul at Carthagena, Co- 
lombia, Edmund W. P. Smith, writes 
that there also is a great field for enter- 
prise. Americans could gain fortunes. 
Colombia wants particularly electric 
lighting, railroads and ice machines. 
The terms offered both to capitalists and 
farmers are very liberal. To those who 
will erect water works the government 
guarantees 7 per cent, returns for twenty- 
two years. The government will pay 
the passage of an emigrant, give him $6 
a month, 850 acres of land, a cow, two 
pigs, a plow, and help him build his 
house awl transport him free from the 
seaport to the point where he desires to 
locate. It is cheerful to know there is 
still one spot where there are not too 


y neonie. 


The Samoan Twnty. 


So we shall have to wait officially and 


formally till the meeting of the senate 
next December before finding out the 
provisions of the Samoan treaty at Ber- 
lin. The grapevino tolegraph has, how- 
ever, probably given » tolerably correct 
outline of It. Through this source it is 
ascertained that King Malietoa is to be 
restored to the throne, and will govern 
the islands under the joint protection of 
tho United States and Germany. Should 
differences arise between the two pro- 
tectors, England will settle them by ar- 
bitration. 


There will bo a parliament or congress, 


composed of two houses, the members to 
be elected by the Sauiu.-ms themselves. 
This congress shall have the right to levy 
customs duties. But tho United States, 
England and Germany are to be bound 
by a tariff schedule framed at tho Berlin 
conference. 
Germany is to receive in- 


demnity for losses in the late disturb- 
ances. It is uncertain under diplomatic 
usage whether the Berlin document is to 
be called a treaty or an agreement. 
Whichever it is, however, it will not go 
into effect until ratified by the United 
States senate. 


June 22 the Mather school of Dorches-

Last year our mines 
put upon the world $33,175,000 in gold 
and $59,195,000 in silver. It was an in- 
crease of moro than §0,000,000 over 1887. 


The electrical companies are trying to 


show that electricity is not such a deadly 
agent, after all For this reason they 
are Bghting against execution by elec- 
tricity. They fear it will injure their 
business. It is rather a curious phase 
for the question of methods of capital 
punishment to assume. 


Mr. Labouchero in England has been 


trying for a number of years to abolish the 
house of lords. Following his lead some 
iconoclasts in this country begin to talk of 
abolishing the United States senate. They 
say all legislation should bo committed to 
a single body elected by and directly re- 
sponsible to the people. The senate, be- 
ing elected for so long a term of years, 
does not respond quickly to political 
changes, and frequently survives as a 
spared monument to obstruct legisla- 
tion, tho abolishers declare. 


The Sioux Reservation. 


The tract of land for which the gov- 


ernment is now negotiating with the 
Sioux Indians is In South Dakota. Its 
northern boundary is a lino drawn east 
and west sixty miles below Bismark, 
Its southern boundary is the Nebraska 
line. It extends from the Missouri river 
on the east to the Black Hills country 
on the west. The Winnebago and Crow 
Creek reservations cast of the Missouri 
are also included in the tract. 
It 


contains about 22,000,000 acres of land 
and is inhabited by 25,000 
Indians. 


They occupy and use 15,000 acres. The 
government is trying to make them live 
on farms and give up the rest of the 
land, for which tho United States is to 
pay them $1.25 an acre. If they take 
farms the government v, ill give them an 
outfit. They are gradually signing the 
agreement to give up their reservation. 
At present rates their keep costs tho 
country $1,500,000 a year.

DAKOTA LETTER. 


AUKUDEE.N, SOUTH DAKOTA, 


June 20, 1889. 


EntTOtt GAZETTE:—With your permission 


1 will give your readers a running account 
of what I see and have seen in the West — 
especially in the great North West. 
Know- 


ing that to the average person residing in 
the Eastern States all accounts of the Golden 
West are looked iipoj simply as "Dakota 
lies" it is with some hesitation I attempt the 
laek of reciting some of the facts regarding 
lliis new country. 
But as a duty to those 


who are willing and anxious to look into 
matters a little I will try to say something of 
interest and shall recite nothing as a fact 
which cannot be fully substantiated. 


In the first place 1 have no personal inter- 


est in having any person leave his eastern 
home and move to a less comfortable one in 
a new country. 
I have not an acre of land 


for sale, not a town lot nor a claim, not even 
an interest in a mine nor a new railroad nor 
any scheme of any kind. I came West seve- 
ral years ago, a young man, to try to get 
a start in the world. The start so far secur- 
ed is a limited one, but it is better than 
would have been my lot had I remained in 
the east living on a rented place and teach- 
ing school. 


In the rush to Dakota of 1882-3 thousands 


made the mistake of taking up government 
lands clear out on the frontier who should 
have stopped in the settled portion of the 
West. After the actual pioneer—the natu- 
ral frontiersman has pre-empted the land, 
put a part of it in under the plow and all of 
it under a mortgage, the home-seeker should 
come in and buy him out. 
While life on 


the extreme frontier is liable to be a life of 
extreme hardship in some cases there is no 
good reason for exposure, inconvenience or 
lack of downright enjoyment in the more 
thickly settled and older portions of this fine 
prairie country. 
Instead of taking up wild 


land aud exhausting all cash in hand while 
waiting till the ground can be subdued for a 
crop it is so much better to buy a, farm wilh 
some improvements and go right to work. 


A man with from $500 to $2500 in money 


or its equivalent in farm equipments can buy 
a farm and go right to living, in a fairly well 
settled portion of the country. 
A "farm'1 


out here means at least 1GO acres and from 
that up to many thousand acres in a body. 
The house may be a hard looking one but it 
will do for a year or two. That portion in 
cultivation gives a crop the first year for the 
new settler. 
The well is dug. 
The roads 


are laid out and all bad places fixed. Schools 
arc going and the society and neighborhood 
are established. But these things are patent 
to every thinking mind and need not be fur- 
ther explained. Some one asks: "Can I find 
such a lay-out without going too far to the 
front?'1 1 can safely say that with such 
means or even less a man a man can obtain 
a good farm within five miles of the magni- 
ficent young city of Aberdeen and make a 
start for a good home, by simply assuming 
the mortgage against the land and going 
right upon the farm and getting to work. 
There Is plenty of work to do for others for 
the money, in the older settled portions like 
Brown County. Many people own land who 
live in town and do other business. 


Prices range trom $5 to $25 per acre ac- 


cording to improvements and proximity to 
market and depending also to some extent 
upon the degree of anxiety to sell on the 
pait of the owner. 
Very little difference is 


due to variety in the quality of the farm 
itself. 
It is nearly all alike—all good soil 


and no waste land. 
The vast area to be 


found bere for farming is the cause of the 
low price. Everybody has land and lots of 
it. The greatest need is for more farmers- 
actual tillers of the soil who really want 
homes instead of wanting to speculate. 


One of the most successful men iu Aber- 


deen is an old Pennsylvanian who came 
here a few years ago wilh nothing, but is 
now well up in the thousands. 
It ought 


rather to be put that he is a young Pennsyl- 
vania^ for he is not yet 35 years old. But 
he is a rustler and knows how to make 
money out of farming, fine-stock breeding, 
banking or thfi building of a city. I refer to 
Frank H. Hagerty^of Aberdeen,who, associa- 
ted with W, H. Paulhamus does about one 
third of the banking business for a large 
part of Brown County. While speaking of 
Brown Ccunty, bear in mind that I do not 
mean any little two-by-four, hill-bound nor 
hide-bound down east parish, but a vast 
garden spot larger than the State of Rhode 
Island or Delaware. 
It contains a lively 


population of intelligent, rustlingyoungmen 
too. 


If you will tolerate my slush in your paper 


I hope to devote a future letter to a descrip- 
tion of western people and society out here 
as compared with the east and especially as 
compared with eastern ideas of us. 
Shall 


also be pleased to give you gome startling 
and wonderful figures in regard to this lar- 
gest county you ever saw, and its magnifi- 
cent metropolis built up in seven or eight 
years. Though a western man and one of 
the "old sellers" of Dakota having been 
here over six years this part is new to me 
and some of the figures stagger me.

Leather Made of Wood. 


Dr. George Thenius, of Vienna, has .a pro- 


cess for the manufacture of leather from red 
beechwood. The best wood for the purpose 
is taken from fifty to sixty-year-old trees, 
cut in the spring, which must be worked up 
immediately, bark peeled off, steamed, treated 
with chemicals in a kettle under pressure, and 
exposed to several more operations, wmcn 
the inventor does not mention, as he want* 
to have them patented. From the pre- 
pared wood strong and thin pieces are 
made by means of heavy pressure. The In- 
ventor states that a solid sole leather can be 
obtained, which, he claims, is superior to 
animal leather in firmness and durability 
and can bo worked up in the same way 
as animal leather, nailed and sewed.—Hew 
York Telegram.
